= He Lords and Commons affembled in Parliament do declare, Thar 

' they are reſolv'd co maintain thoſe Lords and Gemilemen, ' Com- 
mitr2es of both Houſes of Parliamenc ref:ding at York, in thoſe things 
they haye done, and thall further do in obedience oftheir Commands 
for rhe preſerving the peace of the Kingdom, 

The Lords and Cemmons do Declare, That if any perfor whatſoe- 
yer ſhall Arreſt, or Impr fon the perſons of thoſe Lord; an1Gen:!emen, 
or any of them,or any other member of either Houte,rhar are,or ſhal be 
imp'oyed intae ſervice of both Houtfes of Parliamenc ; or ſhall oFer 
violence to them,or any of chem.for doing ofany thing in purſuance of 
their Commian ls,or the Inſtructions of both Hou'es, given unto them, 
ſhall be hel Dittmbexs of the proceedings of Parliament, and publike 
enemies of the State, And tht ail perſons are bound by their Proceita. 
tion,ro endeavour ro bring them to condign puniſhment. 

The Lords and Commons do declare, That thoſe of the Ciry of Lend. 
and all other parſons that have -ob:ied the Ordinance for the Ailitia, 
and done any thing in execution thereof, -Have done it according to 
the Lay of the Land, and in purſuance of what they were commanded 
by both Houſes of Parliament, and fer. the defence and fatety of the 
King and Kingdom, And ſhall have the aſlittance of both Houſes of 
Parl anient, againt any that ſhall: preſime ro queſtion them, for yeil- 
ding ' their ovedience to the ſaid command in 'this neceſſary and .. 
;mportant ſervice; And that whoſoeverſhall obey the ſaid Ordinance 
for the'time to come, ſhall receive the ſane approbation and affiftance 
from both Houſes of Parliament, ES garage CE PRUTS:

fatisfaQion of the ſubjeRt, Declared him- 
ſelf to be @ true maintainer of the true and 
ancient Proteſtant Reltgiou, and hath deuyed 
#Þ} cohereuce with the Church of Rome, 

And hee hath alſo now of late, to give a 
full and pleuary ſatisfaftion unto all, reſol- 
Ted upon a general Reformation, And to this 
rope bak conſented, tht the mein mater 
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d:ftratons,ſhall be framed, and diſeuſſed by 
a number of grave, wiſe, and Religious Di- 
Vines, which ſhall be thought fit by theHouſe 
of Parltament gvery Couuty elefing two for 
this ſo great and weighty a buſineſde, that ſo

Netther do his waking and vigilant 
cares reſt here,but out of his tender re- 
ſpect and affeRion to his Subjefts, will 
with all ſpeed prevent the growth of 
the inſuing dangers, which mult ſucceed 
the increaſe of Papiſts in this King- 
dome. 

Wherupon, being moved with the 
Conſideration of thoſe 1nſung Evils, he 
bath taken Order for the expulſion of 
all Prieſts,and Jeſuits whatſoever from 
out of His Ma jellies Dominions, and if 
any ſhall be taken whoſe contumacious 
ſpirit hall dare to oppoſe , and con- 
comp this Hzs Majchlics molt Royall 
A Autho- 


Authority ; That then His Majefty-will 
leave them to the Fuſtice of the Law, and 
will deny unty them the expreſſion of any fa- 
Vow but what the Law in Juſtice and Equi- 
ty ſhall think their cor. tumactous offence may 
deſerve, 

They ſhall not now as in former 
times rely and depend upon His Maje- 
ſites Clemency,and fo take advantage of 
His Majelties mournfull diſpoſition, to 
bail and maintain their Hereticall and 
unjuſtifiable courſes. 

He now percelves that his indulgenr }. 
 cy,their Errours, 'drid kis tenderneſle of
